INDIA'S VICEROY.

The Position Is One of Bplendor,
Great Emoluments and Power,
From the New York Trilne,

Of all the oMees In the gift af the
Britleh crown, there s none of gromnr
splendoy, (ilgult_t,' and emolument tha
that of viceroy of Indin. which is rmw
about to become vacant by the retire-
ment of the Earl of Elgin, Indsnd,
the pomp and magnificence by which
he s #urrounded g superfor even to
that of his soversign, Queen Viectoria,
#nd her childrén; there is not one of
the ladter whose trappings of royalty
Ao not pale into insignificance when
comparad with those of thr viceroy of
Indla. The English people, so nlggard-
Iy with regard to the civil list of the
reigning fanilly at home, gpend money
with a most lavish hand In maintain-
Ing the immense population of Hritlsh

lllf“ll, which numbers 250000000 in-
habitants, with a due sense of the
wealth and grandeur of the British

The galory and allowances of
the Viceroy considerably exceod $500.000
i year, besides which the government
defrays the expenses of an enormous
court and houshold, as well as of a
regiment of bhody guards,

Yer, in spite of this, every vicerny of
India In maodern times has returned
home at the conclusion of his term of
office a distinctly poorer man than at
the moment of his appointment. Eng-
lish officlals, although generously pald,
rarely attempt to economize on their
salaries und allowances, They regard
the latter as a species of trust, as
money confided to them for the purpose
of maintaining thelr office with a cer-
tain amount of dignity and luxury,
and hold that to divert the funds from
the purpose for which they were grant-
distinet breach
of eonfidence and a dishonorible action.
Perhape no more striking fHlustration

of this pecullarity of English officials
could be ecited than that of Lord
| Dufferin, who after holding in turn the

offices of viceroy of India, of governor
general of Cannda and of ambassador
at Home, 8Bt Petorsburg, Constanti-
nople and Paris, all most lucrative
offices, has now, at the age of seventy,
retired p poor man, and dependent to
A groat extent an the pension of $8,000

The viesroy's rank is 8o high, as the
resresentatives of the queen-
that he takes precedence of
everybody elge in India—even of the
members of the royal family. Thus,
when the Duke and Duchess of Con-
naught were in India they were com-
pelled everywhere to yield the pas
Ly the viceroy opn all occaslons=, al-
though the duke Is the favorite son of
the queen, und, and his duchess a
princess  of (he relgning house of
Prussia,

The viceroy 18 ex-oMicin grand mas-
ter of the Star of Indla and of the other
Indian orders, and shares with the
viceroy of Ireland the right of con-
ferving knlghthood upoan people, who
from that time forth are able to prefix
“8ir'"” to thele Christinn names,

In the event of any emergency of
which the viceroy himself is permitted
to be the judge, he can suddenly, and
without any other authority, suspend
ill existing laws and assume the most
despotic powers, against the missuse
of which there is but one remedy ar
redress—namely, impeachment in par-
llament

Precisely the same honors are pald to
the viceroy as if he were a full-fiedged
goverelgn: that is to say, he 1s addrezs-
ed as "Sir,” no matter what his rank
In the peerage may be, while all men,
and even women, rise when he enters
a room, and no one dreams of taking
a #seat In his presence until he has re-
quested him to do so. Women courtesy
Liefore him as If in the presence of the
govereign, and he never moves out of
doors without belng attended by gen-
tlemen-in-walting, by his alds-de.camp
and by a large escorl of bady guards.

At the conclusion of his term of office
he invariably receives a &tep of promo-
tion in the peerage. His winter resi-
dence I8 a superb palace at Caloutta,
while during six monthg of the vear
he makeg his home In the wmountain
districie of Simla, transporting not
only his entire court, but aleo all the
chief oMces and departments of state
thither from Calcutta,

ORIGIN OF DECORATION DAY.

Many Claimants for the Honor of In-
augurating the Custom,
From the 81. Louls Globe-Democrat
The custom of placing fMowers on the
graves of soldlers is of very great an-
tiquity. One ancient writer mentions
the 'fuct that on the birthday of Alex-
ander the Great certwin CGreeks In
Alexandria were accustomed (o wvisit
hig maunsoleum and place flowers on
the threshold. The custom of planting
flowers on graves I8 of un antiguity
Blmost as great, and has been pracs
ticed In all parts of Europe for many
centuries. The practice being once es-
tanblished, a local application of it in
particular cases was easy and natural,
During the Civil war In this country
the women of both north and south
Instituted a custom of going regularly
on & certaln day, genernlly about the
Ist of May, to the cemsteries with hou-
quets for the graves of the soldiers
who had bean Killed In battle.
